Laborers 
In France 
Are Firm 


PARIS (AP) — French unio n 
o fficials, management and the 
go v ernment reached agreement 
o n wage issues to day to end the 
natio n’s 11-day strike, but the 
i m m e d i at e respo nse fro m 
French wo rkers was "no n.” 
Meetings at big facto ries in 
Paris. Ly o n, Marseilles and 
Nantes rejected the settlement 
and fo r the first time since the 
strike began Paris was hit by 
scattered electricity cuts. 
Emplo y es o f the state-run gas 
and electricity co mpany were 
angry because a meeting o n 
their griev ances had been put 
o ff. 
Unio n leaders to ured 
the 
strikebo und facto ries ex plaining 
the agreement. The w o r k e r s 
sho uted their disappro v al at the 
natio nalized Renault auto mo bile 
wo rks and the priv ately o wned 
Citro en plant. 
No ne o f the unio n leaders 
wo uld predict whether the 10 
millio n striking wo rkers wo uld 
accept the pact and end the 
giant defiance o f 
President 
Charles de Gaulle's go v ern­ 
ment. But Geo rges Seguy , sec­ 
retary general o f the Co mmu­ 
nist-led General Co nfederatio n! 
o f Wo rkers, said the decisio ns 
sho uld .be made "in a sho rt 
time.” 
Seguy said the unio ns had 
achiev ed o nly partial success in 
the two nights o f nego tiating 
sessio ns, which lasted a to tal o f 
27 ho urs. 
"We hav e arriv ed at an en­ 
semble o f co nclusio ns which o ne 
can say co nstitutes an agree­ 
ment.” Premier Geo rges Po m­ 
pido u to ld newsmen as the deci­ 
siv e 14-ho ur sessio n ended at 
7 :45 a.m. 
If the settlement is ratified by 
the wo rkers, its co st may fo rce 
De Gaulle to curtail o r ev en 
abando n such ex pensiv e items 
as his nuclear strike fo rce and 
large-scale aid to dev elo ping 
co untries. He may also hav e to 
dig deep into France's ho ard o f 
go ld which he has been using to 
put pressure o n the do llar and 
the British po und. 
Altho ugh the labo r fro nt was 
lo o king 
up. 
Po npido u was? 
plagued with the po ssibility o f 
mo re tro uble o n the seco nd 
fro nt o f France’s crisis, the stu­ 
dent rebellio n. 
The Natio nal Students’ Unio n 
called a 24-ho ur demo nstratio n 
to begin to day against alleged 
po lice pro v o catio ns which it 
claimed were respo nsible fo r 
the blo o dy rio ting in Paris 
Thursday and Friday nights. 
The Interio r Ministry gav e the 
students permissio n fo r a street 
march fo llo wed by a meeting at 
a stadium. Leaders o f the stu­ 
dents’ unio n pledged that the 
demo nstratio n wo uld be no nv i­ 
o lent. but radical gro ups who 
hav e been talking rev o lutio n re­ 
fused to jo in in the pledge. 
The premier's tactic has been 
to giv e prio rity to the wo rkers' 
demands 
since 
the 
general 
strike is hav ing the mo re seri­ 
o us effect o n the natio n’s eco no ­ 
my and its life. 
Presumably the go v ernment 
no w will turn to the students’ 
demands fo r sweeping refo rm o f 
the antiquated univ ersity sy s­ 
tem.

At least three sho ts erupted 
fro m a .22-caliber pisto l, po lice 
said. The wedding co uple and 20 
attendants fell to the flo o r near 
the altar. 
One o f the bullets struck and 
killed Lester Anderso n, 22, best 
man at the wedding o f his sis­ 
ter, Lo rena Mae, 20. 
Po lice arrested and charged 
J ames Etta Usher, 29 , fo rmer 
wife o f the bridegro o m, with 
murder. 
"I was blo cked by the best 
man,” said the Rev . Clarence 
Stewart J r., who perfo rmed the 
marriage Saturday night. "If 
he hadn’t been there, I pro ba­ 
bly wo uld hav e been hit.” 
Wedding guests at the church 
to ld o fficers that Edward L. 
Usher’s fo rmer wife sat in a 
fro nt pew during the ceremo ­ 
ny .

Obesity Is N o Longer 
A Symbol of Prestige

NEW YORK (AP) - Things a 
columnist might never know if 
he didn't open his mail: 
Obesity, once a prestige sym­ 
bol, has become so hateful to 
Americans that nearly seven 
million a year now seek medical 
help in losing weight. One out of 
every four persons has a girth 
control problem. 
Do you feel some days that 
you’re bearing the weight of the 
world on your shoulders? It 
might help to put your worries 
in perspective to recall that you 
are only one of three billion or 
so people on an obscure planet 
circling a sun which is only one 
of 200 billion stars in a single 
galaxy—and the universe holds 
millions upon millions of galax­ 
ies. You and all your problems 
are far less noticeable in that 
universe than one microbe is in 
a whale. 
Tip to forgetful drivers: Have 
you taken off your snow tires 
vet? If left on a car during sum­ 
mer months, the heat built up in 
them by high-speed driving can 
result in disastrous blowouts.
